Monday afternoon, about 3 o'clock, a gang 
of Irish laborers were engayed in excavating a 
gravel bank in Somerville, near the crossing 
of the Eastern and Maine Railroads, not far 
from Charlestown Neck, the overhanging earth 
suddenly fell in upon them, and three of the 
men were completely buried. They were 
extracted with the utmost possible dispatch, 
but one named Robert Donally, was taken 
out dead. The othertwo, Timothy Sullivan 
aud Patrick Barry, were apparently rescued 
just in time to save life, and were found to be 
severely bruised and wounded. Dr. Hayes was 
soon called, and gave the sufferers every at- 
tention. Barry was removed to the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, in Boston, his col- 
lur-bone and an arm broken; and Sullivan 
was taken tohis home with a bad cuton his 
head with his wrist sprained, All the unfor- 
tunate men resided in East Boston, 


Coroner Smith of West Newton, was called 
on the 24th inst., to hold an inquest upon the 
body of a boy about 14 years of age, who 
died suddenly in Watertown. The verdict of 
the jury was that he died with typhoid fever, 
brought on by over exertion in a contest with 
another boy, and that no guilt is attached to 
any one in the matter, 

On the same day, the Coroner held an in- 
quest at Watertown, upon the body of Eliza- 
bath M. Warren, about40 years of age, who 
was found suspended in a closet by the neck, 
Verdict or the jury, that she came to her 
death by her own hands, in consequnce of a 
disorded state of mind. [Traveller.]

tr We have a chapter to-day on the disease | 
of horses and their causes, taken from a work 
on the subject shortly to be published, and 
said to be relied onastrue. We have thought 
it of sufficient general interest, to make some 
of the most important extracts, for the bene- 
fit of those owning horses. We may continue 
it when we have room. 


‘Founder is caused by contraction of the | 
muscle. After heating the horse, then by! 
allowing him to drink cold water, or stand in 
the cold air, the muscles become contracted. 


This causes the horse to become stiffand sore 
The coffin muscle, which lies within the vir- 
cle of the hoof, is most injured, If there ‘s 


no relief given the hoof shrinks to the con- 


tractions of the muscle. Ii is then impossible} 
to cure a horse within a short time; but if the| 
proper remedies be applied, the horse can be} 
cured within a fiew days, as sound as he ever 
was. 

There are many that hold that a horse can 
be foundered with grain. This it nots0. The 
argument given is that they have driven hor- 
ses, or have known cases where the horse was 
driven under a shed and fed without watering 
This may be so; but that is no argument; for 
a horse may be driven and stand where there 
is a cold blast of wind that would chill a horse 
as bad as water. ‘This would create founder |} 
as well as water; anything cold will create | 
contraction ; where, on the contrary, grain 
would create heat instead of cold, and heat 
would relax; #0 that argument is worth noth- 
I will not pretend to say but that grain 
You might |

would injure a horse when hot. 
give corn meal, and it would bake in the maw, | 
tere would be no passage, this would kill, but | 
not founder. You are wellaware that to heat | 
atire, then place it over the feily, it is per-| 
fectly loose, but when you put on cold water, | 
it contracts to the felly and strengthens the| 
wheel; so you will see atonce that it is cold| 
that causes founder—cold cotracts and heat | 
relaxes, aud grain would create heat,

The report is on the 
whole a simple essay upon the self-congratu 
latory principle, egotistic in its character, cal 
eulated to inflate the pride rather than to 
commend the judgment of the citizens. 

Our cchools are far from what they ought 
to be, and no re port of the committee, how 
éver sophistic in its character, can disguise 
the fact. There must be some strong, earnest 
efforts made in the direction of discipline, he 
fore we can reasonably hope ‘n see our 
schools take even a medium position. 

The majority df parents are too sensitive to 
allow suitable restraint to be exercised over the 
children, The pupils are great lovers of de 
mocracy, free discussion, indepe ndenee and 
kindred sentiments, to submit to proper regu 
lations ;—the committee too obsequions to 
popular favor to allow even the mos® trivial 


complaint of an offended mother, or of a 


spoiled child, to es¢ ape without havi 
sanction or benefit of their most mature de 
liberations. This foments discord and anarchy 
in the schools, begets parties, and | laces good 
order and good schools beyond all hope. 
[am happy in the hope that, according t 
all present appearances the next generation 
in Winchester will be well governed; for the 
school children hav: had great ‘and marked 
success in their efforts in that direction.

Loan and Fund Associations. 

These new associations differ from the old 
Savings and Discounting Institutions, in at 
least two very important particulars : 

In the frs¢ place, they propose the payment 
of small, specifi: sams of money, at regular 
seasons, (82 per month on one share,) and for 
a given term of time. They require an en- 
gagement from the shareholder to make such 
payment. The ease with which this small 
amount can be paid, commends itself to the 
ability of every person, and the sure prospect 
which seems to exist, that this small monthly 
payment will soon accumulate, if the funds of 
the associations are well managed, to a hand- 
some ‘pile,’ induces many to enter into the 
engagement, and thus put themselves into a 
position where they feel obliged, both from a 
sense of duty and interest, to save monthly 
that, which otherwise would melt away like 
the ‘ baseless fabric of a vision.” 

It is calculated that these monthly pay- 
ments of two doilats each, will, when no loan 
shall be taken on them, amount, in the space 
oi about eight years, from the accumulations 
of interest, monthly compounded, and from 
premiums offered for loans, to the very pretty | 
sym of $500 per share. 

Another important feature in these associa: | 
tions is, that they loan the funds thus paid in, 
in moderate amounts, to the highest bidder 
therefor atnong their own members, in such 
manner, that the hirer has the privelege of 
repaying his loan and interest in monthly in- 
stalments. Thus affording to persons of} 
small means, an opportunity to hire small} 
sums of money, sufficient for the erection or | 
purchase of a dwelling house, and the pay- 
ments so arranged as to time and amount, |

We should advise all our readers to cut out) 
and pseserve the following Tist of antidotes 
against poison. We of course advise the im- 
mediate sending for a physician; but, before 
he comes, it is well to know what to do. 

Acids.—These cause great heat and sensa- 
tion of burning pain from the mouth down to| 
the stomach. Remedies: magnesia,soda, pearl- 
ash, or soap, desolved in water; then use 
stomach pump or emetics, 

Alkalics.—Best remedy is vinegar. 

Ammonia.—Remedy: lemon juice, or yine- 
gar; afterwards milk and water. 

Alchohol.—First clense out.the stomach hy! 
an emetic: then dash cold water on the head, 


and give ammonia,(spirits of hartshorn.) 

Arsenic —Remedies : in the first place evac- 
uate the stomach; then give the white of eggs, 
lime water, or chalk and water, chareval and 
the paeparations of iron, particularly hydrate. 

Lead.—W hite lead and sugar of lead. Rem- 
edies; alum, catharic, snch as castor oil and 
Epsom salts especially, 

Charcoal.—In poisons by carbonic gas, re- 
move the patient to open air, dash cold water 


on the head and body, and stimulate the nos 
trils and lungs by hartshorn, at the same time 
rubbing the chest briskly. 

Corrosive Sublimate.—Give white of eggs 
freshly mixed with water; or give wheat flour 
and water, or soap and water freely.

Report of the School Committee. 

We have delayed any mention of the very 
able report of the School Committee, until 
such time as our citizens should be able to 
peruse it for themselves in printed form. The 
whole number of schools is 14, of which 3 are 
grammar, 3 mixed, 7 primary, and one high! 
school, the whole embraced in six districts. 
The amount appropriated by the town, for) 
schools, was $4,400; received from the state | 
$197 71; making in all $4,597 71. The a-| 
mount paid for instruction was $4,077 42. The} 
whole number ot children between five and | 
fifteen was 924. The average attendance has 
been 677. The number who have attended, 
under five, has been 84; the number over fif- 
teen, 89. The report presents a very satistac- 
tory view of the-condition of the schools, for | 
the details of which we refer our readers to 
the document itself. 

A single fact alluded to in the remarks of 
the High School, is worthy of notice. Of this 
school, we would here take ovcasion to say, 
Woburn has reason to be proud. The recent 
examination gave evidence that much has 
been accomplished, as well as promise that 
much yet will be accomplished. ‘The com- 
mittee say thnt.in too many instances there is 
“too much space gone over, in proportion to 
eareful and analytical investigation of sub- 
jects.’ This we apprehend to be a too gene- 
ral fault in all our schools. ‘The idea is far 
too common, that education is to fi/é the mind 
with the matter contained in the text books, 
Hence

Last spring we saw a farmer setting out a 
hundred cabbage plants in the following marr

‘Lhe plants were pulled up from the 
sectl bed without loosening tlre ground around | 
them, and as this was pretty cout uae) three- 
fourths'of the fibrous roots were broken off, | 
He then made a round hole with astick about! 
an half inch in diameter, thrust in the plant, | 
dropped in’earth to fill up the hole, packed it 
down, poured on a considerable quantity of | 
water, and then covered up the plants with a| 
burdock leaf to keep off the sun's rays, and 
left them to grow as best they could. Were 
quested the privilege of setting out twenty 


plants for him and proceeded thus: 

First we went to the seed bed, and with a! 
flat stick loosened and lifted a quantity of 
dirt around the roots, taking care

Planting Small Potatoes. 

We have given no little attention to this| 
subject for many years, and have settled the| 
matter conclusively in our own minds, that 
it does not pay te plant small feed. For fif- 
teen yeirs we planted the same nameless va- 
riety, ou the same soil, and at the end of that | 
time found no deterioration in the quality or|

We have | 
invariably thrown out from our seed all pota- | 
toes less in size than a hen's egg, and also 


rejected those overgrown, pithy, or irregular 
shaped, 

In some favorable seasons, and on _particu- 
lar soils, those purchasing and planting small 
potatoes which we have rejected, have raised | 
crops equal to or more prolitic than our own; | 
but one year after another, we have averaged | 
thirty to fifty per cent, better crops of good! 
potatoes, than our small potato neighbors, 


What we have found true in regard to pota- | 
toes, we have also, by long practice, 
true in regard to other kinds of seed. Our 
plumpest and earliest graiiue have always been | 
reserved for propagation, and our neighbors | 
ean testify chat our practice had been attended |
